PUBLIC NOTICE 
(June 27, 1946) 


The Federal Communications Commission today announced a revi- 
sion of the allocations of radio frequencies to non-government serv- 
ices. This revision involves: 

1. A joining of the bands 3700-4000 Me and 4200-4400 Me into one band 


whose limits are 3700-4200 Me. 
2. The shifting of the Air Navigation Aids (Altimeters) band from 4000- 


4200 Mc to 4200-4400 Me. 

This revision constitutes a further modification of the Commis- 
sion’s Report of Allocations from 25,000 kilocycles to 30,000,000 
kilocycles dated May 25, 1945 (Docket 6651). The other modifications 
which, have been made since May 25, 1945 are reflected in the follow- 
ing listing of service allocations. This listing supersedes completely 
Section 1, Part 1 “Table of Allocations from 25,000 Ke to 30,000,000 
Ke”, pages 5 to 13 inclusive, in the Report of May 25, 1945 and 
recapitulates all changes which have been made as of June 27, 1946.
